n bDerkas it is moſt Motoꝛious and Evident, That a great number of Popith 

D Pueſts and Jeſuits arc at this time ſecretly diſguiſed, and lurking Within 

this Kealm, where they do not onely endeavour to Pervert his Majeſties 

Subjects from the true Pꝛoteſtant Religion, to Romith Superſtition , but do 

alſo contrive and ſect on foot divers Traiterous Plots and Deſigns againſt 

1015 Maͤjeſty, His Government, and the Proteſtant Religion by Law Eſta- 

bliſhed: The Kings moit Excellent Majeſty (upon the Humble Petition of 

the Knights, Citizens, and Wurgelles nowin Parliament Aſſembled) fo2 the 

better Difcovery and Appꝛehending of ſuch Popiſh Pꝛieſts and Jeſuits, Doth 

by this His KRopal Pꝛocla mation ſtrictly Charge and Command all His Judges, Juſtices of the 

Peace, Magiſtrates, Officers, andother His Topal Subjects Within this His Realm of England, 

Dominion of Wales, and Town of Berwick upon 'I weed, That they do uſe their utmoſt Care and 

Endeavour to Diſcover, Appꝛehend, and Commit, oz cauſe to be Comnutted to ſafe Cuſtody, in oꝛ⸗ 

Der to their Tryal, all Popiſh Pꝛieſts, and Jeſuits (Except John Huddleſton, who was ſignally 

inſtrumental in his Majelties Eſcape after the Fight at Norceſter, and ſuch Foꝛeign Popiſh 

Pꝛieſts oꝛ Jeſuits as by Contract of Marriage are to attend the Perſon of His Royal Conſoꝛt 

the Queen (the Names of whom ſhall be ſignified under Her Gꝛeat Seal, and ſuch Signification 

rolled in his Majeſties Court of Kings Bench) and ercept ſuch Fozeign Popiſh Pꝛieſts and J{t- 

{uits who are by the Tawok Nations to attend Fozreign Ambaſladours.) And ko the greater 

Encouragement to ſuch of his Majeſties Loyal Subjects as ſhall Diſcover and Appꝛehend any 

Popiſh Pꝛieſt o2 Jeſuit (Ercept befoze ercepted ) His Majeſty is hereby Gzaciouſly pleaſed to p20- 

miſe to him oꝛ them who ſhall Diſcover and Appꝛehend, oꝛ cauſe to be Appꝛehended, any ſuch Po⸗ 

piſh Pꝛieſt oꝛ Jeſuit, the Rewardof Twenty pounds, Which ſhall be immediately paid upon ſuch 
Diſcovery and Appꝛehenſion, and due Pꝛook thereof. 

In the Thirticeh 
year of Our Reign.
